The warrant was 
sworn out by Dietrich Laue, the contractor, 
residing at 177 Coblentz street, who had the 
contract for the erection of a three-story 
warehouse at 383 West Randolph street, and 
who had been subjected to numerous delays 
and annoyances by union workingmen. 

About 11 o'clock on the day mentioned 
Contractor Laue had nine non-union brick- 
layers tit work on “the warehouse. Two

REALTY BOARD PLANS PEACE. 


Discussing Ways to Settle Labor War— 
W. R. Crawford Proposes a Great 
Combination of All Interests. 


The labor troubles and plans for bringing 
them to an end were taken up at the meeting 
of the Chicago Real Estate board yesterday 
afternoon. President Warner announced 
that the bi-monthly dinner of the board, to 
be held on Thursday evening, May 17, would 
take up the subject, “ How to Settle the 
Present Labor Troubles.” James B. Gal- 
loway was named as chairman of the even- 
ing and Isaac F. Rubel, A. E. G. Goodridge, 
and James W. Hedenberg as the committee. 

A communication was received from At- 
torney William R. Crawford, with offices 
im the Monadnock Building, stating that he 


had a plan, in conjunction with Architect 


Jarvis Hunt, for the settling of the labor 
difficulties, and asked that a committee be 
appointed to look into it. The matter was 
referred to the Public Service committee 
with power to appoint a committee of either 
three or five, which would be a standing 
labor committee. . 

Attorney Crawford in his letter said: 

“The proposition that we have evolved 
is for the permanent settlement of all dif- 
ferentes between capital and labor. We 
have worked out a plan by which such sta- 
bility can be given to the building trades of 
Chicago that the present situation would be 
impossible in the future. The formation of 
a corporation is conterhplated, with subor- 
dinate companies—all money-makers—to 
stand as a balance wheel between capital 
and labor, and enforce arbitration of all 
differences by means of boards of arbitration 
formed entirely outside of the proposed cor- 
poration. All organizations of labor will. 
be required, in order to enjoy the protection 
of this company, to become shareholders, and 
the stock is to be held as security for the 
faithful performance of all agreements or 
findings of any of the arbitration boards.” 


To Combine All Interests. 

The plan as given out by one of the inter- 
ested parties is for the formation of a na- 
tional association, with a capital of $5,000,- 
000, divided into 500,000 shares. This parent 
company is to be the nucleus of an organiza- 
tion in which members of labor unions, con-

tractors, architects, and builders are to be 


the principal stockholders, with mutual in- 
terests tightly bound together in the ad- 
vancement of a common cause. In other 
words, it is to be a combination of labor in- 
terests which will bring about a settlement 
of all disagreeable issues and questions and 
at the same time pay dividends. 

The commercial features are considered 
the leading attraction, and the number of 
subordinate companies which may spring 
from the parent company is not limited. It 
is planned that all stock in these companies 
ghall be owned and voted and all officers 
elected by the Board of Directors of the 

rent company. 
pan of the companies is proposed for the 
erection and control ofa” skyscraper,” 
which will be known as a labor building 
and is to be occupied by the official head- 
quarters of the unions, trades councils, 
architects, contractors, builders, etc. An- 
other company is to be. formed into. a trust 
and savings bank,” where the shareholders 
in the big corporation may deposit their 
savings. Another company will be formed 
into a “life and casualty insurance com- 
pany,” still another into a guarantee and 
fidelity,” another into an “ employers’ liabil- 
uy,“ and yet another into an “ annuity and 
old age benefit company.“ These an 
are expected to be self-supporting. 

The plan includes the insuring of every 
member of any union or council without 
medical examination or limitation by age. 
It is estimated that more insurance of every 
kind can be given for the same amount of 
money ordinarily paid for a small policy and 
at the same time .eave sufficient profit to pay 
7 per cent on the capital stock of $5,000,000,

HOUSE PASSES CANAL BIL 


NICARAGUAN MEASURE GETS MA- 
JORITY OF 190 VOTES. 


Spirited Tilt Between Congressmen 
Cannon and Hepburn During ges- 
sion—Representatives Mann and 
Gaines Have a Few Words—Mann 
Is for Disregarding the Clayton- 
Bulwer Treaty—The Fortification 
Clause Knocked Out. | 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—[Special. }—By 
the enormous majority of 190 the House this 
afternoon adopted a bill providing for the 
construction of a Nicaraguan Canal, the vote 
being 225 to 35. Party lines were entirely 
eliminated, the vote being strictly nonpar- 
tisan, and the thirty-five who voted against 
the measure were about equally divided be- 
tween Republicans and Democrats. 

Every effort to retain in the bill the orig- 
inal stipulation for fortification of the canal 
was defeated, and the bill as finally passed 
authorizes that provisions for its protection 
shall be made, the word fortification being 
eliminated. 

Representatives Cannon and Hitt of I- 
nois both voted against the bill, not because 
they were opposed to the canal, but that they 
favored waiting until the canal commission 
had made its report and the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty had been disposed of. ö

Cannon Resents Hepburn Attack. 


The scenes attending the passage of this 
me’ re were exciting in the highest degree, 
and time it looked as if two personal 
enco’ 4 would take place upon the floor 
of the siouse. Illinois played a prominent 
part in both scenes, Representative Cannon 
having a heated argument with Colonel Hep- 
burn of Iowa and Representative Mann of 
Chicago with Mr. Gaines of Tennessee. 

Uncle Joe Cannon started the ball roll- 
ing early in the day, when he called atten- 
tion to what he termed an unjust attack 
made upon him by Colonel Hepburn at the 
night session during his absence. In a 
speech delivered yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Cannon said a member of the press had told 
him stories were afloat to the effect that 
Colonel Hepburn was not sincere in his 
efforts to have the Nicaraguan Canal con- 
structed. Mr. Cannon said he told his in- 
formant the stories could not be true.. At 
the evening session Colonel Hepburn saw 
fit to attack the Illinois member in his vigor- 
ous way, and when Mr. Cannon reached the 
House this afternoon his attention was 
called to the remarks of the member from 
Iowa, which he said were unjustifiable, 
especially as they were made during Mr. 
Cannon's absence. 

The Illinois man then took the floor in his 
own defense, and for a few minutes the ex- 
change of uncomplimentary remarks be- 
tween him and Colonel Hepburn was ex- 
tremely lively, and for a time a personal en- 
counter was looked for. 

Mr. Cannon during the dispute spoke under 
excitement, saying he had just read Mr. 
Hepburn's attack upon him. As he pro- 


come to him, of which he had spoken yes- 
terday, that those who were promoting this 
bill were doing so to delay the canal. 


Compare Individual Records. 

Continuing, and speaking with great delib- 
eration, Mr. Cannon safd he would have been 
satisfied with the acquittal he gave Mr.

GEN. GREELY SCORES ARMY. 


Chief of Signal Service Says United 
States Military System Is in 


Worcester, Mass., May 2.—[Specidl. Gen- 
eral A. W. Greely, chief of the signal serv- 
ice of the army, spoke of the United States 
army as a military organization at the an- 
nual banquet of the Worcester Board of 
Trade last night. He declared that the army 
was a political organization, and that it had 
not advanced during a period of fifty years. 
It the system, which was now imperfect, 
was to be improved in future years, it would 
be at the cost of tens of thousands of lives 
and millions in treasure, 

He declared that the same process of w 
ing out incompetents that obtained in com- 
mercial and industrial life should obtain in 
the army. Until this was done the United 
States army would be the weak and imper- 
fect organization that it was today and 
had been for half a century. 

The soldier, General Greely declared, rep- 
resented the manhood and integrity of miii- 
tary organization, and the officers the polit- 
ical machine. If every incompetent officer 
in the army was discharged from the serv- 
ice it would have a tremendous effect, and 
make the army of the United States ap- 
proach the model of the German army of 
today, which, of all national military or- 
ganizations, was the nearest perfect. 

General Greely said that the Quartermas- 
ter’s department of the army contained 
many incompetent men, some of whom were 
a disgrace to the country. It was owing to 
the imperfect system obtaining at the out- 
break of Héstilities with Spain that the re- 
sources of the nation had been taxed to the 
utmost to move an army of 20,000 men to 
Cuba. 

As showing that the whole system was yet 

aperfect, the speaker referred to the fact 
that at the close of the war with Spain, and in 
the present in the Philippines signal service, 
men have been obliged to go without rations 
for a period of ten days. General Greely 
e the war with Spain and the 
war in the P pines.

Situation im Local Contests Hangs on

The county convention tomorrow in the 
First Regiment Armory promises to be as 
lively an affair as has been seen in Chicago 
in a decade.

TAKING DEAD FROM UTAH MINE. 


Number Killed in the Scofield Disaster 
May Reach Three Hun- 


Scofield, Utah, May 2.—Tonight's estimate 
of the number of killed in the mine explosion 
of yesterday is 250, but the total death list 
may yet reach 300. Relief work ig still in 
progress, being conducted by shifts of men. 

The shift now in the mine has fifty bodies 
ready to bring out and the number of bodies 
yet to be reached Is still uncertain. One hun- 
dred and forty-nine bodies already have been 
brought to the surface. 


Arriving trains are constantly bringing 


relatives of the victims from outside points, 
and the coal company has designated a com- 
mittee to carry the dead to Salt Lake, Ogden, 
and other cities. 

On account of gas No. 4 mine has been 
abandoned as a means of rescue, and bodies 
are arriving at the mouth of No. 1 mine by 
the carload, 

Ferrish level has been cleared of dead, and 
all are burned and unrecognizable. | 

Three hundred and fifty mien all told were 
employed at the two mines, which are prae- 
tically oné mine. About fifty of these were 
working in what is known as the No. 1 back 
level, and were so far from the explosion 
that it had spent its force before the shock 
could reach them. These escaped. 

All efforts are now being concentrated to 
bring out bodies known to be in No.4. Here 
the force of the explosion broke down the 
timbers, and the bodies can only be recov- 
ered through No. 1. 

The theory of Bishop Parmalee is that 
some of the Finns recently imported secretly 
took giant powder into the mine to assist 
them in their work. They were. anxious to 
make a good showing, and it is thought this 
form of explosive was used in order that 
great bodies of coal could more easily be dis- 
lodged. It is thought that when the giant 
powder was touched off it ignited dust which 
the mine was not supposed to contain. . 

Rescuers report that most of the bodies 
are found lying face downward, with arms 
about their faces. The men apparently died 
almost instantly when struck by the damp 
and suffered little. They became uncon- 
scious and were quickly asphyxiated. . 

The Mayor of the city has issued a procla- 
mation calling for subscriptions to aid the 
families of the dead. 


HIGH PRICE OF PICTURE FADES. 


Painting of Corn Quoted as a $10,000 
Work in Reality Sold for 
$400. 


Chicago picture buyers received a rude 
shock yesterday when it became known that 
Alfred Montgomery, the farmer artist, re- 
vetved less than $400 for his great Indian 
corn painting, which was said to have been 
sold two weeks ago for $10,000 to a San Fran- 
cisco department store. Many residents of 
Chicago who bought Mr. Montgomery’s pic- 
tures since his advent in the city at fancy 
prices, and who have invited him to lecture 
at their homes, and to tea, were pained to 
read of the $400 offer for his $10,000 painting, 
which he accepted, at a considerable dis- 
count. 

Mr. Montgomery has been féted by numer- 
ous art clubs since it was announced that 
one of his best canvases had sold for $10,000, 
and he has been the subject of at least 4 
dozen magazine sketches, some of which are 
still waiting to be printed. The University 
of Chicago only a few days ago printed an 
article from Mr. Montgomery’s pen, proving 


there is art in the Mississippi Valley. In fact, 


practically the only people who were not car- 

ried away by Mr. Montgomery's $10,000 

views of Mississippi Valley art were the art 
critics and the other artists. 

. Yesterday the correspondence was made 
ublie which led up to the purchase of Mr. 
ontgomery’s picture by Hale Bros. of San 

Francisco. This picture is said by Mr. Mont- 

gomery to be an exact mate to the one 

which Commissioner General Peck carried 
to the Paris exposition. On April 4 the San 

Francisco firm wrote to a representative in 

Chicago, informing him that Mr. Montgom- 

ery had offered the picture for $500 f. o. b., 

and that afterwards the artist had accepted 

an offer of $400 cash, but agreed to bill the 
picture to them for $10,000, The letter an- 
nouncing that the check for $400 had been 
mailed also was made public. The picture 
was sent several ago. 

Mr. Montgomery, according to the adver- 
tising notices which he received, has painted 


three $10,000 paintings. One of them is now 


on exhibition In the window of an art studio 
at Michigan avenue and Madison street. The 
proprietor of the studio said Mr. Montgom- 
ery had informed him that this picture also 
had been sold. The proprietor said that it 
also was a $10,000 picture.”

Sermon by Dr. Collyer. | 

The sermon by Dr. Collyer was read in 
the clear, crisp utterance peculiar to him. 
a topic was The Church of the Living 


“Forms of creeds and forms of prayers 
may change and die,’’ he said, “ but religion 
and prayer—never. That living church can 
no more be stamped out than the ocean 
or the stars.“ 

He described the drift of the church in the 
past; its period of persecutions, then its 
period of temples and forms and ceremo- 
nials; its mammon worship, and finally the 
necessity of the reformation That reforma- 
tion had given the pilgrims and the puritans 
to the new world, ripe for the sowing of the 
sifted seed of truth. 

These puritans. were not pleasant men,“ 
he said; they were not given to smiles and 
laughter. But they brought with them the 
seed of the church of the living God.” 

The preacher did not specify this church 
among the creeds. To all of them, however, 
he sounded a warning against the dritt 
from the soul to the senses Especially he 
dwelt on the paying churches of today, 
where only the rich may sit, while the poor 
are gathered into kitchen churches that 
make them kitchen people.“ He pointed to 
Unity Church as not of these, and paid a 


planted almost forty-one years ago. 


New Pastor Is Introduced. 


E. H. Griggs, chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of Unity Church, introduced the 
Rev. Mr. Lazenby and extended the welcome 
from the congregation.

CAPTAIN CHRISTMAS STORY. . 

Either Henry H. Rogers, Vice President 
and Director of the Standard Oil company, 
or Captain W. von Christmas Dirckinck- 
Holmfeld of Denmark has a bad memory. 
Tun TRIBUNE, not being familiar with the 
reputation ‘for truth and veracity of these 
two persons among those to who they 
are known, will not venture to say to which 
of two conflicting and irreconcilable stories 
credence should be given. | 

Captain Christmas says that not long 
before the war with Spain Mr. Rogers made 
a proposition to the Danish government 
to effect a sale of its West India Islands 
to the United States for a commission of 
10 per cent on a purchase price of be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $4,000,000, and as- 
serted that he was able to induce this coun- 
try to buy the islands on account of his in- 
fluence and that of his corporation with 
United States Senators. Mr. Rogers says 
that he was asked three years ago by an 
accredited agent of the Danish government 
to intimate to the authorities at Washing- 
ton that the Danish West India Islands 
could be bought, and that he did so in- 
timate, but that the matter came to naught 
because of the outbreak of the war. 
Captain Christmas says that he took up 
this matter of the sale of the islands in 
1899, saw President McKinley and Secre- 
tary Hay, had conferences abroad with 
Secretary White of the American Embas- 
sy In London, and finally returned to this 
country with full authority to complete 
the sale. According to the Captain, Mr. 
Rogers found out what was going on and 
eabled to a friend in Copenhagen that he 
“would like authority to speak” about 
the matter. That friend gave the Captain 
a letter of introduction to Mr. Rogers. 
When it was presented the latter, so the 
Captain says, demanded a contract show- 
ing that the Danish government would pay 


bim 10 per cent of the purchase price. 
According to the Captain Mr. Rogers 


said also that it was only through his 
good will and offices that the islands could 
be sold, for he controlled the votes of twen- 
ty-six United States Senators, who were 
at all times ready and willing to obey any 
orders given them by the Standard Oil 
company. The Captain refused to come 
to terms and told Secretary Hay about 
the interview, who told him he need not 
worry, for the Standard Oil company did 
not yet own the United States government. 
But Captain Christmas says he finally be- 
came satisfied his task was hopeless and 
went back to Europe last month. 

Mr. Rogers says that Captain Christmas 
called on him with a letter of introduc- 
tion, asked his cobperation in negotiating 
a sale of the islands, and said that if the 
business went through the King would 
decorate him. To this Mr. Rogers says he 
replied he never had been offered such com- 
pensation before and would not accept the 
terms. At the same time he advised the 
Captain that nothing conld be done at 
this session of Congress for lack of time. 
That he claimed the ownership of twen- 


hood and absurd on its face.“ } 

It is to be hoped that the Captain with 
the long name is romancing. No one wishes 
to believe that there is in this country a 
man who would venture to say that he 
or the corporation with which he was con- 
nected owned twenty-six Senators, and that 
a treaty could not be ratified without his 
or its consent. The Standard Oil company 
and some of the men in it have been ac- 
tive in many fields. Never before have 
they been suspected of an inclination to 
+ traffic in islands or to play the part of 
intermediaries between foreign govern- 
ments and that of the United States, But 
according to Mr. Rogers’ own statement 
he has been mixed up in a small way in 
the Danish Island negotiations. Why did 
anybody in Denmark pitch on a Standard 
Oil director as a go-between? The Danish 
government has a Minister at Washington 
through whom it can make known its 
wishes. If there is evidence which will

It is safe to say that this year the demand

Mo the few square yards of earth which 
gurround the empty shrine of Columbus in 
Havana, and the care of which was lately 

assumed by the United States as the present 
Sark authority of that city, there are grow- 
ing side by side with various flowering 
ts, beds of mint, a stalk or two of corn, 
and several diminutive cabbages.

ghrubs, and even vegetables. 


These facts, however, should not be taken 
to mean that the capital of Cuba has in the 
past been indifferent to the subject of pub- 
lic parks or destitute of a supply. On the 
other hand, Havana has twenty parks, vary- 
ing from one-eighth of an acre to eight acres 


ein size, besides a botanical garden whica 


éontains what used to be the summer resi- 
dence of the Captain NN and which. 
though now sadiy overgrown, was formerly 
a handsome spot. Havana Also has seven 
miles of boulevards, the chief of which, the 
Prado, extends for a mile through the heart 
of the city. This fashionable avenue is, per- 
haps, 150 feet wide, with a center strip edged 
with shade trees, and leads down to the 
* Punta, or Point, at the neck of the bay, 
and precisely opposite Morro Castle. Here 
an area which was formerly a swamp is 
being filled in, and will soon form an ap- 


propriate terminus for this stately boule- 
vard. 


One Big Tract Available. 

There is also on the western edge of the 
city toward the gulf a tract of about 200 
acres of unused land, nearly all of which 
is public property, and which would make 
‘one of the finest large parks in the world. 
Tt ia of varied and elevated topography, 
touches the shore on the south, is crowned 
by Principe Castle on the west, contains 
the Mercedes Hospital, the Santa Clara 
Battery, the Pirotecnica (ammunition fac- 
tory), is bounded on the west by Infanta 
boulevard, which will some time be con- 
nected with the Punta by a splendid shore 


‘@rive along land already belonging to the 


public, and overlooks both the gulf and the 
entire city. 

Many other more urgent improvemen 
will require attention before this magn 
cent site, now grazed by cattle, can be the 
subject of any considerable expenditure, but 
the laad ie there, its title should never be 
parted with by the public, and its avail- 
ability for the purposes indicated is al- 
ready appreciated by the park authorities. 


Parks in Well-to-Do Sections. 


Most of the existing parks are situated 
in well-to-do sections, though a few are lo- 
cated in the poorer neighborhoods. They 
were naturally much overgrown when the 
United States took possession in January 
of last year, but in their general plan they 
are all of a highly ornamental character. 
Aside from the ample spaces devoted to 
walks, their areas are usually inclosed by 
lightly constructed fences and filled with 
flowering or decorative plants, many of 
which are of tropical species. These fences, 
as well as the profusion of shrubs inside 
them, were criticised by Americans, and 
in the course of the renovation under Gen- 
eral Ludlow one section of Colon Park, the 
largest of them all, was transformed into 
lawns, with occasional beds of flowers, after 
the American idea. The change, however, 
while in progress encountered considerable 
opposition from the newspapers, and be- 
yond a sample or two of that kind of land- 
scape gardening the distinctive features of 
these parks are not Hkely to be obliterated 
by the action of outside authority. Such a

A beginning has, however, been made in 
one innovation which seems to be welcome— 
With the the establishment of playgrounds. 
With exception of a single greensward 
space opened a few months ago in one of 
these parks, there is not a public playground 
in the City of Havana. This fact goes, per- 
haps, with the apparent absence of athletic 
tendencies in this climate, as well as with 
the lack of school buildings constructed 
as such, and hence of school yards. It is, 
however, & matter of serious moment in 
many parts of the city where the streets are 
narrow and busy, though equally trying 
conditions. are, of course, found in many 
sections of large American cities. It is now 
planned to open playgrounds in some of the 
other parks. 


Places for Public Conveniences. 
In parks and at various convenient places 
through the city are located not only 33 
where fruit; soft drinks, papers, and other 
small wares are sold, but also public toilet 
stations. The cheap corrugated iron con- 
struction of these contrasts sharply with the 
massive and beautiful architecture of the 
city in general, but they fulfill a requirement 
which no municipality should ignore.

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PLANS FOR HAVANA SANKEY TELLS OF MR. moopy.

No living man was bett anaes loses with 
the religious work of the late evangelist, 


Dwight L. Moody, than Ifa D. Sankey, the 
gospel singer. Pecullar interest. attaches, 
therefore, to Mr. Sankey's reminiscences of 
the life and work of his former friend and 
colaborer. The interview was given out 
through the Fleming H. Revell company’s 
publishing house. 

“ Many interesting incidents are connect 
ed with my first meeting Mr. Moody,“ said 
Mr. Sankey in recalling his friendship with 
the evangelist. ‘* We met at an early morn- 
ing prayer-mee in Indianapolis, in 1870. 
The meeting was brought about by thé odd 
circumstance that I was urged to sing a 
gospel hymn by a Psaim-singing minister. 

„The Rev. Robert McMillan was this 
minister’s name. By mere chance I hap- 
pened to sit down beside htm as I entered 
this meeting. Mr. Moody wes leading 
the meeting. As I sat down, Mr. McMillan 
touched me on the elbow and whispered: 
‘Mr. Sankey, I'm glad you've come. The 
singing here this morning has been abomina- 
ble, and when that man gets through pray- 
ing I want you to start up a ‘“ gospel 
hymn” for us.“ When the prayer was 
over, I started up There Is u Fountain 
Filled With Blood.’ At the close of the 
service some minist friend said to me: 
‘I want to introduce you to Mr. Moody, as 
I think he would like to know you.’ 


Joins in Moody’s Work. 


„What took place, Mr.:Moody’s son tells 
in his biography of his father. Mr. Moody 
asked me a number of questions about my 
family ties and occupation, and then he an- 
nounced, in characteristic fashion: 
Well, you'll have to give that up! You 
are the man I’ve been looking for, and I 
want you to come to Chicago and help me 
with my work. Thus was formed a rela- 
tionship which continued until Mr. Moody’s 
death, nearly thirty years later. 

Most readers will be greatly interested 
oftentimes astonished, perhaps—at the refer- 
ences in the Life’ to Mr. Moody's relations 
with his friends of the Catholic Church. Few 
persons are aware that e definite proposition 
was once made to Mr. Moody to enter the 
Catholic denomination. ineident took 
place in Chicago. 

Mr. Moody was 3 a series of 
meetings, and had been greatly worried by 
interruptions of Catholic boys in the neigh- 
borhood. He called upon Bishop Duggan of 
that diocese, and after the Bishop had told 
him that the boys were of the worst ele- 
ment in the church, he said: ‘ Your zeal and 
devotion in behalf of these people is most 
commendable. All that is needed to make 
you a great power is

“Then occurred a most con- 
versation. Mr. Moody told the Bishop that 
whatever advantage becoming a Catholic 
would give him among Catholics themselves

MPEROR WILL- 
IAM, after being on 
the throne of Prus- 
sia for twelve years, 
has at length decid- 
ed to have himself 
crowned as King of 
Prussia at Königs- 
berg. That he 
should have delayed 
his coronation until 
at present may be 
ascribed to the hope, 
now frustrated, to 
the effect that he 


The Prussian Crown. 
might Have himself crowned as Emperor 
of Germany, and 


call attention to the, in 
atable fact that, strictly speaking, he is 
only King of Prussia, and that his title of 
German Emperor is a’ more or less honorary 


dignity conferred upon him as President | 


of the confederation of German sovereigns, 
who theoretically are not his vassals, but 
bis allies and his equals. 

His decision to have himself crowned next 
winter as. King of Prussia is ascribed to 
the influence of his consort, and likewise 


-to the impression common among the people 


of monarchical countries of the old world 
that a sovereign is not a full-fledged mon- 
arch, nor invested with the semi-sacred at- 
tgibutes of the anointed of the Lord, until 
he has been crowned. 

It is understood that the Emperor will 
adopt the same procedure as that which 
was followed on the occasion of his grand- 
father’s coronation at Königsberg in 1861. 
That is to say, he will crown himself in 
Heu of being crowned. Old Emperor Will- 
iam with his own hands took the Prussian 
crown from the altar and placed it on his 
head, exclaiming as he did so: “ Mindful 
that the crown comes only from God, I 
have, by my coronation at the holy altar, 
manifested to him that I have received it in 
all humility at his hands.“ | 

He thereupon signed to his consort to ap- 
proach, and as she knelt before him qt the 
altar steps he placed the same crown lightly 
on her head, held it there for a moment, 
and then replaced it on the altar. 

The coronation of old Emperor William as 
King of Prussia cost about $2,000,000, which 
he paid out of his privy purse. It is ex- 
pected that the coronation of his grandson, 
the present Kaiser, will cost at least three 
times that sum. 


Old Emperor | 
Kinigsberg almost brought about a min- 
isterial crisis. Neither his elder brother, 
King Frederick William IV., nor his father, 
King Frederick William III., had been 
crowned. In fact, coronations were not 
usual with the Kings of Prussia, the inaugu- 
ration of whose respective reigns was sig- 
nalized by what was known as a “ huldi- 
gung.“ or act of homage. That is to say, 
the great nobles and the principal cor- 
porate bodies of the kingdom, as well as all 
the chief officials, civil as well as military, 
assembled, some at Kinigsberg and some 
at Berlin, to do homage and swear fealty 
to the new King. 

The huldigung was regarded as a birth- 
right by old Emperor William, and when, in 
1861, he became King by his demented 
brother’s death, he demanded that the 
“huldigung” should take place. To this 
his Ministers declined to Consent. They 
pointed out to him that since his elder 
brother’s huldigung Prussia had been 
endowed with a full-fledged constitution and 
a parliamentary form of government, recog- 
nizing the principle of popular rights and of 
the obligations of the crown to the people. 
The time-honored oath of homage was, they 
explained, altogether out of keeping with 
the position created through Prussia's con- 
version into a constitutional monarchy. In 


‘fact, the oath in question would have been 


equivalent to a renunciation of the popular 
rights acquired under the constitution, and 
a full recognition of the absolutist autoc- 
racy of the monarch. Sooner than be a 
party to the huldigung they, the Minis- 
ters, would resign. Accordingly, a com- 
promise was found in the coronation without 
the huldigung.“ both Houses of the Na- 
tional Legislature attending the coronation 
in a body to emphasize the constitutional 
character of the event that was taking 
place. 

The present Kaiser has neither received 
any huldigung nor has he been crowned. 
Indeed, the inauguration of his reign was 
signalized by two or three rather sensational 
proclamations, and by his addressing the 
Reichstag and the Prussian Landtag in 
his palace, to which they had been sum- 
moned for the purpose of hearing from his 


own lips the aims which he intended to pur- 


sue. 
— 


Coronations are rather an anachronism 
nowadays. Queen Victoria, the Czar, and. 
the King of Portugal have been solemnly 
crowned, while Emperor Francis Joseph 
has been crowned only as King of Hungary, 
and that after he had been some nineteen 
years on the throne. Neither King Leopold, 
nor the young Queen of Holland, nor King 
Humbert, nor yet the young King of Spain 
has been crowned, and the Kings of Wur- 


temberg, Saxony, Bavaria, Denmark, and 


Sweden are in the same position, assis also 
the King of Greeve. The only King who 
ever wears his crown ts King Oscar, who 


dons it to open Parliament, and then perches © 


it at the back of his head, in an exceedingly 
rakish and undignified manner. 

The two most famous crowns in Europe 
are undoubtedly those of King Humbert 
and of Emperor Francis Joseph. The lat- 
tcr’s Hungarian crown originally belonged 
to St. Stephen of Hungary, and is more val- 
uable as a relic of a sacred as well as his- 
torical character than as a jewel. The 


same may be said of King Humbert’s crown 


—that is to say, the so-called fron crown of 
the ancient Kings of Lombardy, consisting 
of a broad band of gold, which serves as a 
frame or background to a long curved piece 
of iron, exceedingly ancient, and which is 
asserted to be one of the nails used to 
fasten the founder of Christianity to the 
cross on the hill of Golgotha. Emperor Will- 
iam has a fine crown as King of Prussia, 
which was first used by the father of King 
Frederick the Great. But he has no in- 
signia whatsoever as German Emperor. 


Talking of homage, a queer ceremony of 
that kind has just taken place at Constan- 
tinople, in accordance with the invariable 
custom at the beginning of the great Mo- 
hammedan festival of Bairam, in commem- 
oration of Abraham’s sacrifice of Isaac. The 
Sultan holds the ceremony of huldigung.“ 
„ baise maln,“ or homage at the Dolma 
Bagtche Palace, the pageant being one of 
Singular brilliancy. It takes place in the 
early morning in the throne room, a combi- 
nation of European and Oriental archi- 
tecture, with galleries all round, that on the 
left of the throne being occupied by foreign 
envoys and distinguished visitors, the one 
to the right by the women of the imperial 
seraglio, and that facing the throne by the 
Sultan’s private band. The throne on which 
the Sultan takes: his place is a tawdry- 
looking gilt armchair quite out of place. 
The Sultan wears an undress military uni- 
form. After a prayer by one of the ec- 
clesiastics present the filing past the throne 
in strict order of precedence takes place. 

Those paying their homage to the Sultan 
do not kiss his hand, but merely an em- 
broidered scarf attached to the arm of the 
throne,.and which is handed to them for the 
purpose by Marshal Fuad Pasha, who this 
year has taken the place in the ceremony 
formerly filled by the late Osman 
the victor of Plevna. 

When the religious officials enter the 
throne-room, however, headed by the Sheik 
Ul Islam, and by the delegate of the Grand 
Sherif of Mecca, the, Sheik being arrayed 
in flowing white robes, the Sultan rises 
from his throne and advances to meet him. 
‘Then the voice of the Muezzin rings out, 
calling the people to prayer, and silence 
reigns while the Sultan and the Sheik offer 
up a silent prayer. At its termination a 
friendly struggle invariably takes place be- 
tween the Sultan and the Sheik, each at- 
tempting to kiss the hem of the other’s gar- 
ment. At last the Sultan gives way, and al- 
lows the Sheik to kiss the skirt of his uni- 
form, an act of homage which is thereupon 
performed by all the other ecclesiastics be- 
‘fore Abdul Hamid resumes his place on his 
throne. 

There ts only one Christian Prince of the 
blood who has ever taken part in this cere- 
mony, and kissed, not the hem of the Sul- 
tan's coat, but the embroidered scarf

SAVED BY MISS MORRIS. 


PACKER OWES HIS ESCAPE FROM IN- 
JURY TO HIS DAUGHTER. 


Trolley Car Crashes into Their Buggy 
Near the Transit House and She 
Frees Her Father from the Reins 
and Checks the Horse—He Is Thrown 
Out, but Not Badly Hurt—Spectators 
Cheer the Girl’s Bravery—She Re- 
éeives No Serious Injury. 


The courage and presence of mind of Miss 
Maud Morris yesterday morning saved her 
father, Nelson Morris, and herself from 
serious injury. Just as a trolley car crashed 
into their buggy near the Stock-Yards she 
caught the lines in which her father’s feet 
had become entangled and stopped the ter- 
rified horse: The crowd of several hundred 
spectators cheered the girl’sact. The horse- 
men who saw the accident were more 
frightened than she. The collision threw 
Mr. Morris from the buggy, but he was 
not seriously hurt. 

After taking her father to his office Miss 
Morris drove the still restive horse home 

n. 

Mr. Morris and his daughter, who is 18 
years old, started to drive from their resi- 
dence, 2483 Indiana avenue, to the Stock- 
Yards at 8 o'clock. They were laughing 
and talking as they rode along and paid 
little attention to what was passing in the 
street. 

At Forty-second street Mr. Morris, who 
was driving, turned the horse's head across 
the car tracks. A little to the south a north- 
bound Halsted street trolley car was ap- 
proaching rapidly, but Mr. Morris did not 
see it. A number of passengers were on the 
front platform of the car, while inside were 
several men and women. Some one on the 
sidewalk shouted a warning to Mr. Morris, 
but he evidently did not hear the cry. An 
instant later the trolley car struck the 
buggy on the side. Then, as the light 
vehicle began to careen, Miss Morris, with 
a quick motion, caught the side of the over- 
turning buggy with her right hand. while, 
with the other, she grasped the reins, which 
had fallen from her father’s hands, and 
were slipping around his feet. These she 
wrenched free, and a moment later Mr. 
Morris was lying on the ground: Miss Mor- 
ris clung to the reins and called to the horse 
and quickly stopped it. 

The crowd of horsemen in front of the 
Transit House saw the accident, and in a 
moment a dozen men had reached the buggy. 
Mr. Morris was lying, half stunned, in the 
street, while his daughter, pale but cool, 
was holding in the rearing horse. 

Mr. Morris was picked up and found to 
have received no serious injury. When the 
buggy had been righted he and his daugh- 
ter got into it and drove into the yards. 
Then Miss Morris drove to her home. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock Mr. Morris lay 
down on a couch in his private office and 
slept for un hour, and then got up and went 
out and bought 500 cattle. In speaking of 
the accident, he said: 

„It was purely an accident, and I don’t 
want the motorman blamed. I understand 
he has a large family and a widowed mother, 
and when they asked for my name I re- 


fused to give it to them. I am a director }. 


of the Chicago City railway company, and 
as such I don't care to say much about it. 
It certainly was a narrow escape.” * 

The collision caused a small panic in the 
trolley car, but no one was injured. The 
car itself was only slightly damaged. 

The motorman was William Smith. He 
declared the bell was rung in proper time, 
and that the brakes were applied, but that 
he was so close he could not stop the car 
in time to avoid striking the buggy.
